| of Baronets, —_— Eſquires, and Gentlemen, and the Appearances 

= of thoſe who anſwered to the Call were Recorded; and Six of the 

| Judges, viz. The Lord Chief Juſtice Zolt, the Lord Chief Juſtice Treby, 

the Lord Chief Baron Ward, Mr. Juſtice Newill, Mr. Juſtice Powell, and 

Mr. Juſtice Rokeby, being upon the Bench, the Priſoners were called for 
to the Bar, and there Arraigned upon the ſaid Inditments. 

Clerk of Arraignments. Robert Charnock, hold up thy Hand: (Which 
he did.) Edward King, hold up thy Hand : (Which he did.) 7homas 
Keyes, hold up thy Hana : (Which he did.) You ſtand Indicted in the 
County of Middleſex by the Names of Robert Charnock, late of the Pariſh 
of St. Clement Danes in the County of Middleſex, Gent. Edward King of 
the ſaid Pariſh and County, Gent. and Thomas Keyes of the ſame Pariſh 
and Cornty, Gent. for that you the Fear of GOD in your Hearts not 
having, nor the Duty of your Allegiance weighing, but being moyed 
and ſeduced by the Inſtigation of the Devil as falſe Traytors againſt che 
molt Serene, moſt Illuftrious, moſt Clement, and moſt Excellent Prince, 
our Sovereign Lord W I L L IA M the Third, by the Grace of GOD, 
of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c. 
your Supreme , True , Lawful, and Undoubted Sovereign Lord, the 

 Cordial Love, and true and due Obedience, Fidelity, and Allegiance, 
which every Subject of Our Lord the King that now is, towards him our 
{aid Lord the King ſhould bear, and of Right ought ro bear, with- 
drawing and utterly to extinguiſh, intending and contriving, and with 
all your Strength purpoſing, deſigning and conſpiring the Government 
of this Kingdom of England under him Our {ſaid Sovereign Lord the 
King that now is of Right happily and duly Eſtabliſhed, alrogether. ro 
Subvert, Change and Altgr, as alſo Our ſaid Soyereign Lord the King - 
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Dearh 2nd final Deſtruction to put and bring, his Faithful Subjects and 
the Freemen of this Kingdom of Ezzland into intolerable and miſerable 
Slavery to Lenzs the French King to ſubdue and ſubject the roth day of 
February,in the Seventh Year of the Reign of Our faid Sovereign Lord the 
King that now is, and divers other Days and Times , as well before as 
after, at the Pariſh aforeſaid, in the County aforeſaid Falfly, Malictouſly,

Char. My Lord, the particulars thar I do ask are theſe, Firſt that Imay 
have a Copy of the Indictment, and Councel to adviſe me, becaule it

My Lord, 1 beg your Pardon; I was informed your Lord- 
ſhip had delivered ſuch an Opinion at a Conference between the Lords 
and Commons : But I deſire the Aſſiſtance of Councel, becauſe I my 
ſelf am ignorant of the Law 3 anJ1 particularly to this point, whether 
I am not entitled to the Equity of this Att of Parliament; for it now 
haviag paſt both Houſes of Parliament, and had the Royal Aſſent ; ir 
isa good Law ; and tho it be to take its Commencement on the 25th 
of this Month, yet that which is the Law of all Laws, the Reaſon and 
Equity of it is, and always will be the ſame. 

L. C. F. Holt. No, Mr. Charnock, that does not follow, that becauſe 
the Wiſdom of the Law makers has thoughrit to be Equitable de feturo, 
therefore it ſhould be Law now ; which as I told before, is the Rule 
that we are to goby, it is Equity and Juſtice, that the proceedings be 
according to this At of Parliament, from and after the 25th of this 
Month ; but it is not Juſtice: that ſuch proceedings ſhould be till then, 
becauſe not according to Law. 

Char. My Lord, the ground of all Laws is Equity, and certainly it 
cannot be Equity, that a Priſoner ſhould make his Defence againſt an 
Accuſation in writing, without having a Copy of it. 

L.C.J. H. The time of the Court mult not be ſpent in this manner, 
you have been already told, that by Law, you are not to have a Copy 
of the Indictment; but you are to plead without having any Copy ; 
for there is no Law now 1n being that allows the giving of ſuch a Copy, 
and *tis but a ſhort Queſtion that you are asked in order to your Tryal 3 
viz, Are you Guilty or not Guilty. | 

Char. My Lord, it is impoſſible for me to go to Tryal preſently, and 
without the Aſliſitance of my Councel. 

L.C.J. H. Why, had you not notice of your Tryal ? . 

Char. My Lord, I confeſs, I had notice upon Weaneſday laſt, 

L. C.7. H. Had ycu not your Councel with you fince that * | 

Char. Yes, My Lord, I had on Saturdiy laſt; but from that time T 


| have net been able-to prepare my ſelf, as I think I ought, and I cannot

(7roxt in the Inditment, mmatis mutanals) And againit the form of 
the Statutes in that Caſe made and - provided. Upon this Inditmenr 
they have been Arraigned, and thereunto have ſeverally pleaded, Not 
Guilty, and for their Tryal have put themſelves upon God and their 
Country, which Country you are; your Charge is to inquire of them, 
and every of them, Whether they be Guilty of the High Treaſon whereof 
they ſtand Indicted, in manner and ferm as they ſtand Indicted, or Nat 
Guilry ; if you find them, cr any of them Guilty, you are ro inquire 
what Goods or Charrels, Lands or Tenements they had, ar the time of 
the High Treaſon committed, or at any time ſince. If you find them, 
or any of them Not Guilty ; you are to inquire whether they fled for it ;

Charnock, t dwvard King,and Thomas Keys,with a Traiterous Conſpiracy, and 
Defign to Subvert the Government of this Kingdom, and ro Murder the 
King, and to bring the Subjects and Freemen of this Kingdom into 
Slavery, and Subjection to the French King; and to this End the In- 
didment ſers forth ; That upon the Tenth of Febraary laſt, and divers 
other times, as well before as after, at the Pariſh of St. Clements Dares, in 
the County, of Mzdleſex theſe Three Priſoners at the Bar, with divers other 
Traytors unknown, did Conſult and Agree, to Aſlafſinare the Perſon 


of Our Sovereign Lord the King, as he was riding in his Coach; m_ 
| di 
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did likewiſe agree, that Forty Horſemen of which they themſelves were 
to be part of che Number, ſhould lye in Ambuih , and ſer upon the 
King, ſo being in his Coach, and upon the Guards that were to atrend 
him : And it likewiſe Charges them with buying Horſes and Arms, for 
the Execution of this Wicked and Villaigous Intention; ro this they 
have pleaded Not Guilty, we ſhall call our Witneſſes and prove this Mat- 
ter upon them; and then we doubt not, bur you Gentlemen wiil do 


Juſtice according to your Evidence. 


Mr. 4tt. Gen. My Lord, and you Gentlemen of the Jury, theſe Gentle- 
men at the Bar ſtand Indicted for a moſt Horrid and Barbarous Conſpi- 
racy, to Aſlaſſinate, and Murder his Majeſty's Royal Perſon; Gentle- 
men, this Aſſaſſination was to be ſeconded with an Invaſion from Frarce, 
where Troops lay ready at Calais, as ſoon as the diſmal ſtroke was given 
to have Landed upon our Coaſts; which if it had taken effe&t, we had 
nor only ſuffered chat moſt unſpeakable Loſs of the King, Bur it would 
have made an end of all our Liberties and Laws at once. 


Gentlemen, This Offence in its Nature, is ſo Horrid and Barbarous, 
that as it needs no aggravation, fo it is incapable of having any, by any 
words that can be uſed; For the very naming of an Aſſaſſination of a King, 
carries {uch Horror and Deteſtation in its ſelf, ro all honeſt People, rhac 
it is impoſſible to aggravate it by any Expreſſions that can be uſed about 
it. But there is this peculiar Conſideration to be had, by all Ezgliſh 
Men, who love their Country, that this deſigned Aſſaſſination upon the 
Perſon of His Preſent Majeſty, was to take away the Life of a King ; 


whoevery body knows firſt ventured his own Life, to reſtore our Religion, 


Laws and Liberties, when they were juſt Expiring under the Oppreſſion 
of Popery and Tyranny. And as he ventured his Life firſt ro Reſtore 
*em ; {o he has ſince upon all occaſions, with the utmoſt hazard expoſed 
His Royal Perſon to the moſt Imminent Dangers, for the preſerving and 
maintaining our Religion, Laws and Liberties, againſt the Power and 
Violence of the Common Enemy ; this Conſideration to all true Engliſh 
Men muſt have a very great weight, and create the greateſt Horror and 
Deteſtation, both of the Barbarous Deſign, and of all thoſe who had any 
concern or hand in it, to attempt upon the Life, not only of a King, 


but of ſuch a King. | 


Gentlemen, when you hear the Evidence that we ſhall offer to you, 
to prove this Bloody Conſpiracy againſt theſe Priſoners ; I doubt nor bur 
that there will be enough, and more then enough, to fatisfie all true 
hearted Eygliſh Suhjedts ; and all People that have a deſire to preſerve 


_ our Conſtitution and Govetnment, in what Danger we and our poſterity 


were of being utterly ruined,and involved in a Common Deſtruction ; I ſhall 
not detain you longer with any Diſcourſe about the Hainouſneſs of this 
Offence, becauſe every Man's own Thoughts cannor bur ſuggeſt to him, 
how diſmal the Conſequences muſt have been, if ſo fatal a ſtroak had 
been given, 
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But Gentlemen, I muſt crave leave to take up ſo much of your time 
as to open how this Bloody, Execrable Conſpiracy was firſt framed, 
and afterwards carried on by the Priſoners at the Bar, together with 


others, till ir was very near putting in Execution, had not the infinite 


Mercy of God prevented it, by a timely diſcoyery. 


Gentlemen, this Conſpiracy was firſt framed and conſulted upon the 
laſt Year; there were ſeveral Conſultations and Meetings, at ſeveral 
places about the Town, for this purpoſe; rhen and ar thoſe Conſultations 
and Meetings, there were preſent Captain Porter, the Priſoners, and 0- 
thers, of whom you will have an account from the Witneſſes ; and at 
that time they had an expectation of Commiſſions from the late King, 
roAuthorize the Deſign; that nor coming, they yet reſolved to put it in Ex- 
ecution before theKing went away;Bur becauſe theF7.Troops were then nor 
in a readineſs to come over hither, to proted them, after the Execution of 
their Bloody Deſign, it was neceſiary for them to fly thither for thelter ; 
and therefore they endeavoured to procure a Vellel to be ready to carry 
them over to France. But they could not get a Veſſel time engugh ; and 
then the King's going over into Flanders quickly after, prevented the 
Execution of the deſign for that time, and ſo Matters reſted till the 


King's return. 


About Two or Three Months ago, Sir George Barcly, who is an 
Officer in the late King James's Guards in France; and ſome other Offi- 
cers, with Sixteen or Eighteen Troopers in thoſe Guards, privately came 
over from France to put this Deſign in Execution ; and he did acquaint 
Mr. Porter and Mr. Charnock with the Deſign, knowing that they had 
been engaged in the Matter before, and fo could not but expect that 
they would readily affiſt. This Deſign was treated and conſulted of be- 
rween 'em, at ſeveral times, and in ſeveral places, at Captain Porters, 
and Mr. Charnocks Lodgings in Norfolk-ftreet; at the Globe Tavern in 
Flatt:n-Gardea, the Nags-head Tavern at St. Fames's, and ſeveral other 
places ; ſeveral Conſultations and Mectings were had berween the Pri- 
{oners at the Bar, and others, whom you will hear named ar theſe 
Meetings ; ſeveral ways and methods were propoſed, how it ſhould be 
beſt effected ; ir was propoſed by ſome, that ic ſhould be done by Am- 
buſcade, that ſhould be laid near the King's Houſe ar Richmond, ſuch a 
number on Foot were to lye in the Wood, there ready to Atrack the King 
as he came by, and the reſt of the Conſpirators, at the ſame time to 
fall on the Guards ; bur this method was not fo well approved of, as 
that which was afterwards propoſed and agreed to : Thar is, there were 
ro be Three Parties of them, and the Place was the Lane, lying between 
Branford and Turnam-Green, at the end next to ZTurnam Green, which 
che King uſed to paſs through, upon his return from Richmond; the 
Order and Method of the Deſign was this, Sir George Barcley, with Eight 
or Ten more was to attack the Coach, and by Firing into it, to have 
killed the King, and all-in it, and the reſt were co arrack the Guards, 
in two Parties, on each ſide of the Lane; whereof Mr. Charneck and 
Porter were to Command one, and Brigadeer Rookmwooed the other Bow 
order 
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order to ſee how ſeizible this Deſign might be; | the Priſoner 452 , 
Captain Porter and Xnightly, were to go and Survey the place ; and the 
next Day after that Conſultation, they wenr to view the Ground, and 
did very carefully do it, both on this fide the Water, and on theother fide 
the Water; and they came back and mer the reſt of the Company, - ac 
the Nazs-head Tavern late at Night, to give an Account what they had 
done, in order to this Enterpriſe. It was agreed the Number ſhould be 
about Forty ; Sir G-orge Barcley was to make up about Twenty, Mr. 
Charnof% was to furniſh Eight, Captain Porter Seven, and {o in other Pro- 
portions, in all ro make up the Number of Forty ; which they thought 
were enough to effe&t and accomplith the Deſign.

In order to make this matter the more ſure, They did appoint Two 
to Lodge and wait at Aenſtngton, near the Guards ; who were to give 
notice, when the King went abroad : And they had their ſeveral Pertons 


| aſſigned to whom they ſhould give notice, who thereupon were to ſend 


orders to the ſeverat Parties ; one of which was Chamiers, who was to 
give notice to the Priſoner at the Bar Mr. Charneck, and there was one 
Durance, who was to give notice to Sir George Barcley; and when fuch 
notice was given, then they were to ſend Orders to the ſeveral perſons, 
who were to be concerned in this Bloody Buſineſs, to come at the time 
appointed, to be diſpoſed of into their ſeveral Pots. 


Gentlemen, in order to the furthering of this deſign, they did likewiſe 
ſend Dnrarce to go and view, and give them an Account of the moſt con- 
venicnt Inns at Braxford, and Turnam-Green, and the places adjacent ; 
which were leaſt lyabie to obſervation, where the Men might be the moſt 
conveniently diſpoſed of, to lye ready: againſt the time, when they were 
ro Execute this Barbarous Aſlafſination; accordingly he wenr, and took 
an Account of rhe ſeveral Inns within that compaſs, and they were to 
be Billeted by Two or Three in an Inn, fo as not to be obſerved ; Sir 
George Barcley and his party at Turnam-Green, and the reſt at Branford. 


Gentlemen, after they bad thus laid rhe Deſign, Saturday the 15th of 
F&rnary was the firit time pitched upon, for the putting ic in Execution, 
if the King went abroad as he ned to do, upon Saturdays, to Richmond 
to Hunt; and if they had notice from Dwrance, and Chambers that he 
was ſo ro do, which notice they had, and every thing was prepared in 
order to have perpetrated this Vileainous Deſign; bur it happen'd that _ 
the King went not abroad that Day, of. which they had norice abour 
Noon, from Chambers to Charnock, and Charneck (ent word fo to Porter's 
Lodgings, and ticen the-Order for their getting together was countermand- 
ed, and the Note, by which Charneck ſent word, was Subſcribed with the 
Name. of Ro#:7/0;2; waich you will hear is a Name he goes by, as well 
as by that of Charnock,

Thus they were diſappointed at that time, but they were nor diſ- 
couraged from purſuing this inhumane Enterpriſe; but reſolved to go on 
tne nexr opportunity that ſhould be given. And to omit ſeveral things 
that iarervened, which the Witneſſes will give you an Account of, on the 
Friday following they met again, to have every thing ready againſt the 
next Day, which was Saturday the 22th of February ; when they expected 
che King wouul go abroad, as he uſually did on that Day of the Week, 
and tha: meeting was at the Sun Tavern in the Strand, and there were 
preſent Captain Porter, Sir William Perkins, Sir George Barcley and Mr. 
Chara ck ; and at that time there was a Diſcourſe amongſt them, abour 
che dilappointment, which they had had the Week before, and ſome of 
chem had a Jealouſie that a Diſcovery had been made of their Defign : 
Bur then upon further Conſideration, They concluded if ir had been ſo, 
they ſhould not have mer there, but thould have been taken up ; And 
rhercfore they concluded the King's ſtaying at home that day was but 
Accidental, and fo reſolved to pur their Conſpiracy in Execution the next 


Day. 


While they were there ſeveral perſons, for whom Captain Porter had 
undertaken, that is, one Crarborne, HKenrick, and Keys, the Pritoner at the 
Bar, came to Porter; theſe were carried into another Room, and Com- 
manded all to be ready the next Day, when it was reſolved to pur the 
Atlaſlination in Exccution : And then Captain Porter asked AXeprick for 
Sherborne; who it ſeems had been undertaken for, but it was anſwered, 
Thar he asked fo many Queſtions about the Matter, that he did nor 
think fit to truſt him. 


The next Morning they mct again at Captain Porter's Lodgings ; and 
there met, as the Witneſſes will tell you , amongſt others, Mr. Pendergraſe, 
Mr. Keys, and Vir. Xing; King brought a Meſlage to Captain Porter from 
Sir George m_— to know the Names of thoſe that were concerned, and 
upon that Mefſage Captain Porter writ down the Names of his Men, 
who were for his Qzota, and ſent the Liſt by Crazborne, to Mr. Charneck, 
to add his Liſt to it of the Men he was to have under him; Cranborne 
afterwards came back, and brought the Liſt that Captain Porter ſent 
with the additional Liſt , ſent by Mr. Charnock, Written with his 
own hand, and Subſcribed R. C. and Cranborne rold them that Chambers 
had ſent word thatthe King would go out that Morning ; at the hearing

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This was upon Saturday, the 22d of February, when they had 
News that the King was to go abroad, and every thing was to be. 
put in execution at his return from. Richmond. From Captain Por- 
ter's Lodgings they went to the Blue Poſts in Spring-Garden ;, "but 
about 12 a Clock there came news from Chambers, one of the or- 
derly men at Kenſington, that the King did not goabroad that day : 
This put them into a very great Confuſion, they then thought ſome 
diſcovery ruſt needs be made becauſe of the diſappointment two 
Saturdays together 3 and Keys, the Priſoner at the Bar, came up and 
told them that the Guards were all come back 1n a foam,and the Kings 
Conches were brought back to the Meyſe: andthis confirmed them in 
thcir former jealouſie that the matter was diſcovered 3 upon which 
Captain Porter, Mr. Pendergras and Mr. Keys went together to lye 
hid ſome time 3 but they ſaid they would fend Keys to Mr. Char- 
zock, to let: him know where they might be heard of; and if the 
matter was not diſcovered they would ſtill go on to put it in exect- 
tion : But they conld not part without drinking ſome Trayterous 
Healths, which the Witnetles will tell yon of, to the Reſtoring of 
the late King and his Queen, and the Prince of Wales + and after all, 
one of the Company taking an Orange in his. hand, began a health 
to the ſqueezing of the Rotten Orange z and in this manner it was 
drank by all of them before they parted, tho they were under the 
apprehenfion at that time of being diſcovered already. 

This is the beginning and progreſs of the ſeveral Conſultations that 
were had for the carryipg on this Execrable Trayterous Conſpiracy. 
I have opened it ſhortly to you, but you will hear it much fuller mm 
its ſeveral parts by the Witneſſes. By what I have opened, youcan- 
not but obſerve, that it was very near coming to be execnted, if 
there had not been a Diſcovery of it time enough, through the Pro- 
vidence of Almighty God, to prevent it. They had agreed, after their 
intended Afjaſhination to keep together till they came near to the 
Town, and then they were to lye hid till the French Troops landed, 
which they were aſſured of were ready upon the leaſt intimation of 
the (acceſs of this Conſpiracy. | 

Gentlemen, Every body may gueſs at the diſmal conſequences 
that would have followed, had this bloody defign taken effect ; and 
I am ſure, as we and our poſterity-could not have expeted any 
thing leſs than the perpetual yoak and burden of Slavery and 
Popery, .if it had pleaſed God to permit this Conſpiracy to take 
effet; ſol hope we ſhall always remember the metciful hand of 
Providence that has detected and diſappointed it. 

Gentlemen,I ſhall not detain you any longer 3 I have opened to you 
part of that which will more fully be made out by the Witneſles ; only 
I would obſerve,that the Providence of God has not only made a dif- 
covery to prevent the execution of this abominable Villany, but hath 
brought this Conſpracy ſo fac to light, . by ſuch unqueſticnable teſti 
mony, that no man can doubt of the reality of it, which I hope u il! 
raiſe in every honeſt mans mind an abhorrence and deteſtation of 
thoſe principles, ugon which ſo villanous and barbarous a deſign 
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was formded 3 and I think I may fay, that after the Evidence you 


will hear this day, no one will' pretend any doubt of the truth © 


thereof, but either tuch as are ſorry for the Diſcovery, or ſuch as 


knew too much of the Conſpiracy before. I ſhall trouble you no. 
farther, but call our Witneſſes, who will give you a clear and foll 


account of this Conſpiracy.

Charnock. My Lord, there are two things that I muſt ber of the 
Court, in relation to the Witneſfes that are to be produced, and 
the Evidence that is to be given againſt me at this time : And the 
firſt is, That before any of the Witneſſes give any Evidence againſt 
me, the reſt that are to be ſworn and produced, may be kept out of 


Court, till they that are called have ſeverally given their Evidence, . 


that one may not hear what the ather ſays; That I ſuppoſe is but 
reaſonable in a caſe of this nature, and what was never denyed, but 
always allowed, as I have becn informed. 

L. C. F. Holt. There is but one Witnefs ſworn, andI believe there: 
are none of the reſt here. |

Some weeks before this deſign was on foot, for af- 
ſaffinating the King, Sir H7/7am Perkins, when he was in Town, was 
at the ſame place where Mr. Charnock and I did lodpe ; it was about 
the latter end of Jammary : He asked Mr. Charnock where he would 
be at night; and I told them, if they were not about private bn- 
ſine, I would meet them. He told me, there were ſome friefhds 
come from France, and that ſomething was a doing that would be 
for the ſervice of the King : Itold thern, if any thing of that na- 
ture was a doing, I would readily engage in it ; and they told me 
I ſhould know it very ſoon. A little after I fell ſick of the Gout, 


and could not ſtir from my Chamber: But, then Mr. Charnock did 
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acquaint me that Sr. George Barck/ey,and thoſe that came from Fraxce, had 
brought a Commiſion to raiſe and Levy War upon the Perſon of King 
William, and he asked me how many I could bring tojoyn withthem,it the 
King landed; I deſired to conſider of it, and he told me, Sr. George Barckley 
would come to him about it. Accordingly, he and #olmes came to 
the Houſe where we lodged, in Norfotke Street , and there they were 
in private with Mr. Charnock, and afterwards , becauſe I was lame , 
and could not flir, they came into my Room, and Sr. George Barckley 
told me he was glad to lee mein good health, but ſorry to find meslame, 
but he hoped to ſee me abroad in a little time ; and I told him, [I 
hoped ſo too. They ſaid they were going then to ſome Company, and 
they, hoped to ſee me afterwards. After that . there were ſeveral 
Meetings that we had, particularly at the Globe Tavern in Hatten Garden, 
the Naggs Head at St. James Sreet , and the Sun 7avern in the Strand, 
and in all. theſe places we did conſult together , which was the beſt 
way, and where was the beſt Place to Afſſaſſhinate the King ,”when 
he come from Hunting. Sr. George Barckley told us he had ſome mony 
to buy Horfes, but not much, he had as much. as would furniſh 
about forty , Capt. Charnock ſaid , he would bring fix or feven Men, 
that ſhould come out of the Country, Sr. William Perkins faid he 
would lend five Horſes, three to be mounted by Men of his own, the 
other two by ſuch as ſhould be provided.

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Chernocke. My Lord, I know not how far he is a Legal Witneſs, 


therein I muſt be governed by the Judgment of the Court; but ſure 


it will take away from the Credibility of his Teſtimony, his own ac- 
knowledgement of his being guilty of ſuch a Crime. Tho he may be a 
Legal Witneſs, he cannot be a good one. And I hope the Gentlemen 
of the Jury will conſider of it, when a Man comes to take away other 
mens Lives to ſave his own, by accufing them of Crimes which he ac- 
knowledgeth himſelf to be guilty of. 

L. C. juſt. Look you, Mr. Chernocke, for that matter, it 1s fo in all 
Caſes of this nature, not only in Caſes of High-Treaſon, but of Robbe- 
ries and Burglaries, and the like, where the Parties concern are andal- 
ways have been allow'd to be good Witneſſes againſt their Accomplices 
in thoſe Crimes, Will you ask him any queſtions, Mr. Chernocke ? 

Chernocke, My Lord, here is another thing, which, I apprehend, I 
have reaſon to objeCt againſt the Teſtimony ot this Witneſs ; he does not 
only {wear to ſave his own Life, and take away another's to delerve the 
ſaving of his own ; but there is in this Caſe ſwearing to get a Reward, 
for there is a Reward of 1000 /. a piece promiled by Proclamation, 
for the Apprehenſion of this Man and others. And not only a Pardon, 
but the 2000 /. to any of thoſe in the Proclamation who ſhall diſcover 
and take any of the proſcribed Perſons. Now, where a Man ſtands 
accuſed by Proclamation, and his own Life is thereby concerned , 
and a Reward is propos'd for any of the Conſpirators diſcovering and 
apprehending the others, it is a hard matter to admit any one that 
acknowledgeth himſelf guilty of ſuch a Crime, to prove a Priſoner 
guilty of that Crime under thoſe Circumſtances. Beſides, my Lord, 
{ have known this Gentleman, and tho he may have had an Eſtate, 
yet ſince I have reaſon to ſuſpe&, and perhaps it may be very well- 
known, that the Fortune he had is laviſhed away ; to make up that 
Damage, he may be tempted to undertake this way of ſwearing. Co [ 
think he cannot be a good Evidence, and I hope your Lordſhip will 
think ſo too, and that he is to receive no Credit or Countenance be- 
fore an honeft Jury, as T doubt not theſe Gentlemen are that are to 
try-us. | 

L.C. Fuft. Holt. Mr. Chernocke, do not miſtake your ſelf, he is to have 
no Reward by the Proclamation unleſs he had come in voluntarily, 
and apprehended one of the others; for only thoſe that apprehend any 
of the Perſons named in the Proclamation, are to receive any part of the 
Reward, not any of the Witneſſes againit any of them ; the Reward is 
for the Apprehenſion, whether they be found guilty or not guilty.

Mr. Sol. Gen. Mr. De la Rae, we would defire youto acqudint the Court 
and the Jury, what you know of any Defign or Conſpiracy to Aflaſſinate 
the King, when it began, how it was cafrry'd on,. and by whom, and by 
whar Methods. | 

Mr. De /a Rue. My Lord, this Conſpiracy hath been carryingon a y=_ 
while, for ſome Years. And it originally came from Col. Parker, <ſpeci- 
ally as to my knowledg of it; and thar was 5 or6 Yearsago, at St. Germains, 
when I was there: He propoſed it tome, and faid'he would propole it to 
my Lord Melfort, who was King James's Secretary in France. Two Years 
after he came over into Exe/end,it was alittle before the Buſineſsof La Hogue, 
and he would have had me come over into Exzg/and with him; upon which 
I applyed myſelf roomy Lord Melforr, to know whether I ſhould come over 
hither yea or no: My Lord Melforr adviled me to ſtay rhere a while; for, 
faid he, you will find there is ſomething a doing which will pleaſe you. 
Bur nothiog being done, after that I came to Exgland, and ſuffered a very 
tedious Confinement here. I became acquainted with Mr. Charnock and 


Capt. Kjng Abroad; I have been with Mr. Charnock, Mr. King, Mr. Porter, 


Mr. Goodman and Col. Parker, here in Town ſeveral Times, and at {everal 
Places. And now I come to what was a doing the laſt Year. In the 


" Months'of January, February, and March, till the King's going to Flax- 


ders, there were ſeveral Conferences, and Conſultations abouc rhis Matter, 
between Sir William Perkins, Capt. Porter, and others; I cannot ſay thar 
ever TI was in Company with Goodman at that Time, when we talked of 
any thing of this 'Nature. But Capt. Charnock carried me to Sir Wilam 
Perkins, whom I had never ſeen before, to the Mitre-Tavern in St. Fames's 
Market, and there I was asked if I would be concerned in the Ealing us from 
the Yoke that then lay upon.us.

ſign. My Lord, I wasnot often in their Company afeer thar, bur I heard 
from time to time how Matters went on, and I heard from Capt. Porter 
particularly, that rhey had been at Tarnham-Green ard liked the Place very 
well, and that the Deſiga was to rake the King off, or elſe ro hurry him 
away to Rumney-Marjo alive, and carry him into France. |

And , 
for Mr. Porter, hedid not approve .of him, for he told me he had as | 
much Fat in his Brains, as he had in his Body. :Lremember thoſe words he 
laid; and thac what he and Durance had propoſed, was Rejetted, that was 
about the Ambuſcade ; for it was ſaid, that after all their Conſidera- 
tzon, Sir George Barcley was "not ſure of Horſe enough to carry them

By and by 
came in News, that Chambers, one of rhe Orderly Meg, as they calfd 
them that lay at Xenfimgton to give Intelligence, had ſent word that the 
King was to go abroad, and the Guards were gone qut. Durant was, to 
ſtay laſt, to (ce when the King went out. Chambers had: been there all 
the Week. Mr: Cranbourne came ' back, and told Capt. Porter, that 
Chambers had ſent to Capt. FMoreney that the King would go out that 
Day. At which all the Company ſeemed joyful. "Capt. Porter told me 
likewife of ſeveral Difappointments that they had,' both as to. Time 
and-as to Men; particularly that one Major Lowick had engaged to, bring 
two Men. and that one of them had told his Wife that he was to. Mount 
for King James's Service ; and ſhe went and cried after him when he went 
to the Coflze-houſe - and ſo he was forced to abſcaqgd, and. ſowe loſt three: 
'And alſo told me, that Xerrick faid he had broke his Arm; and when 
Capt. Porter asked for Sherbourne whom Kemrick had ralked of, be {aid he 
asked ſo many Queſtions that he durſt not truſt him ; fo that they hed | 
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loſt five or ſix in the whole : And there was one Plowden thet they were 
diſappointed of beſides, whom they had very much reckoned upon.

He thinks fit to acknowledge his own Guilt of a 
very bad Crime, and he may accuſe himſelf as long as he will, bur 1 
think chat will not make me guilty of any ſuch thing only becan'e 
he ſays ſo: He does not ſay wiat Men they were, or who they 
were ; and it cannot be an Overt ACt, unleſs he can tell who they 
were. He ſays Sir George Barclay and I met at the Snz Tavern in 
the Strand, and at ſeveral other places where this Matter was dif- 
courſed of, and a great many were ſuppoſed to be in the Aſſati- 
nation, to the Number of Forty 3 but he does not mention any thing 
then of its being diſcourſed who they were to be: And is it ſuppo- 
| ſable when the Deſign he talks of was ſo near being put in Exe- 
cution, it ſhould not be be known who \hould engage in it ? For 
my part, I deny that ever I was with him at any pace where Sir 
George Barclay, or any Body elſe, talked of any ſuch thiug.. When 
I. was examined before the Council, my Lord Keeper asked me 
when I ſaw the Duke of Berwick ? 1 thought ic not fit to 
anſwer that Queſtion, becauſe 1 knew the Duke of Berwick was 
out-lawed here, and 7 might accuſe my {elf it 7 acknowledged ha- 
ving been in his Company, tho' i: were at St. Germains. But [ 
« {aid 1 never believed he was in Loxdoz, and 7 do not believe he 
was. 1 heard that Colonel Parker was in Eze/and, but 1 did not 
ſee him ; and as to the Major-General and other Officers, they talk 
of, it is all q Jeaſt to me, and it is no way at all' to be believed or 
credited ; that becauſe other Men have Notions of Caſtles in the 
Air, I muſt be ſo fooliſh as to believe ſuch Impertinencies too. He 
ſays I ſent him a Liſt of Men, and written with my own Hand, 
and ſubſcribed with the two Letters of my Name ; he does nor 
 Twear he ſaw me [write it, and Similitude of Hands was never thong fit 
ry: ; | good 
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ood in Criminal Cauſes ; and 7 believe it was never look*d upori 
or Law, that it ſhould be a good Evidence for a Man to ſwear ſuch 
a Writing was another Man's own Hand, unleſs he fays he ſaw him 
write ir, and kept it in his own Cuitody till it ſhould be produccd as 
Evidence, and produce it in open Court, and not let it go out of 
his Cuſtody till then. All theſe things, 1 apprehend, the Law judges 
neceſſary ro make a good Proof cf. a Writing to be of a Man's own 
Hand ; but here is nothing of. that here : Here is nothing protdu- 
ced,, nor does he fay he ſaw me write it; and ſo I think it all 
goes for nothing, a meer idle invention of his own. . My Lord, up- 
on this Evidence there is not any poſitive Proof of my doing an 
Overt Aa, by buying of Arms :or Horſes, or ' writing Letters, or 
any thing oi that Nature; and I hope it I ſpeak irregularly, your 
Lordſhip wil! pardon me; 1 am no Lawyer, and I have no Afi- 
ſtance but my own nonſenſical Notcs to depend upon for my Defence. 
My Lord, he ſpeaks about Horſes that were to be provided, but 
there is no Proof of thar; I never bought any Horſes, or borrowed 
any ; nay; nor is there any Proof,” that: while this bloody Aſlaffinati- 
on that he owns' himſelf 'to have contrived and carried on, - was 
on foot, I had ſo. much as a 'Horſe any where, and that 1 ſhould 
be ſo vain to get Men to engape in fuch: an Expedition with me, 


and have never a Horſe my ſelf, is very ftrange. The Conſpiracy - 


he fays was depending 'a long while, and whenever-it was to be 
put in Execution, we were to 'go expeditiouſly to work , leaſt it 
ſhould be diſcover'd ; 'and *tis very ſtrange then that I ſhould ne- 


ver have provided the leaft thing in the World to do. it with! 


neither Arms, nor Horſe, nor any thing : For there is no Proof 
of any ſuch thing againſt me, but only Talk, as. he is pleaſed-to 
fwear, to take my. Life to ſave his own: And I hope your Lord- 
fhip and the Court will declare to the Jury, that here is no Evi- 
dence of any Overt AC& againſt 'me.. oe STO: 

My - Lord, there 4s another thing the ſays againſt me : He ſays he 
had a Note from me by the Name of Robiz/9;, to- countermand the 
Orders upon the 15th. My Lord, the Truth of that would depend: ve- 
ry much upon the - producing of that' Note, ther it -would be {gen 
whether it was my Hand, and what it contained, and-what it rela- 
ted to: For my part I utterly deny I'ever ſent any ſuch. Note where- 
in there was a Word of the King, or of any Fatt of this Nearure 
chat was to be committed, or any thing relating to-/it, if it were 
true that I had written any Note to him at all 3 and I hope the 
Jury will conſider, and the Court will dire& them ſo to do : For I 


know not that they are any more skill'd' in the Law than my ſelf, 'and” 


therefore 1 hope your Lordſhip will give them ample and true D+- 
recions, what is Law and what 15 not Law, and what is Evidence 
and what is not Evidence ; and this cannot be Evidence. to afte& me 
ar all, there being nothing that doth appear or 1s produced. | 
My Lord, he [vs, there were Four that were to go with Sir 
George Barclay, that were to be appointed out of each Party ; he 
does not ſay I named any, nor does he name- any himſelf ; bur''ir 
| ſeems they knew what was to be done ; and truly it -any thing was

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to be done, they knew it themfelves (and no body eiſe that 1 know

ſpoken of any Plot, much leſs of a Deſign to Afafinare the Kinz. 


"This isall chat he ſays, as to me, of his Own Knowledze, all the reſt 


relating ro me 1s but what Captain Porter told him, But to begin 


with the beginning of his Evidence, he fays one Thing which is ve- 


ry Odd; that at the Ryſe Taverys, the laſt Year, there was a Confal. 
tation -about carrying King William away into France, 1a a Veſllel a- 
live, and. that Sir William Perkins ask'd him whether he would go a- 


_ long with me to Deaf, to procure a Veſſel to carry the King over ; 


he might. as well have: ask*'d him' to. go with me to Confantinopl:, 
or any other Place in the World, .as-to:; Deal, and about any other Im- 
ployment, as that.' A- pretty fort'of- Thing , that I ſhould go to 
Deal to hire a Veſſel to carry the King over iato Fraxce ; 1 that 
know no Sea-Man, or-any Maſter of a Veſlel at Dea/, that I ſhould 
be imploy'd to hire a Ship before the Defiga was form, as he ſays 
i Was not come to'an Head. 1f we had got the Prince of O-4a»2e into 
our Power: if we had King H/7!{;am 1n'our Power how was 1t poſſible we 
{hould have ever carry'd him to Deal, | cannot but think any one would 
believe us Mad-men to entertain ſuch a- Chimera in our Heads, Whar 
nonſenſical Srories are all theſe, that we ſhould carry King W:ll:amto 
Deal, and I hire a Ship to tranſport Him to Frexce5 I hope the Jury, 
and ail that hear it, will conſider - what ridiculous Stuff, theſe Men 
talk of, as Evidence againſt Men for their Lives. Then he talks of 
my coming in 2a Coach to the. Nazg*s H:44 Door, where I was 
very {ic of letting him ſee me, andatrerwards when I came out, as&d 
him to go up into the Company ; but he was Angry that they had de-

ſuch Evidence. Then there is another Thing; and that is, what he 
fays Captain Xizg laid, hedid-not believe it would come to anv thing, 
bezauſe he did nor'like (ime as' being no Soldier, for I wa- for keep- 
inz out of Danger, and Faving an eafie Poſt :- f he means { had 
'no mind/to be 1a a Plot, he''was in. the right of it, for no Man in 
his Senſes would ever be engaged in any ſuch deſperate Defigns, where 
there is ſuch apparent Deſtruction in view; fo [ cannot apprehend 
.whiat there 1s in that of any Objection againit me, or any Proof that 
7 had a Hand in this Plor, becauſe 7 deſired to keep out cf Dan- 
oer. It was faid that [wasto have attacked the King, with Sir George 
Bzrclay, bur Captain Porter ſays, we were to be together, to attack 
the Guards ; and both can't be True, nor indeed' 1s either-of them 
true, bur a figment and invention of their own : Then he ſays he 
ask'd Keys for a good Sword, and he told me I had a very good 
'cne : *ris true, 1 had a Sword, I always wore one, but it does nor-fol- 
low that that was to' be employ d upon ſuch an Enterprize as this. 
And then he tells you a Story again of Captain: Porrer's having a 
broad flaming Two-edg'd Sword. But what is all this to the Purpoſe ? 
»Does this prove any thing againſt me, that I conſented to,- or-was en- 
e3g'd in any ſuch bloody Deſign as this. He faith that on Wedneſday 
he came to me, and ask'd me'of the Afﬀair, how it went on ; he doth 
not ſay what the Aﬀ/air was, nor he doth not' fay- it was abour kil- 
ling the King 3 nor indeed is it probable it ſhould be, for he ſays I was 
always ſhie of him, and that he could never get any Intelligence but 
from Captain Porter. He faith IT told him it was a Thing would not 
admit of being delay'd, and that only Three People ſhould know ſuch 
a Thing, but (till he doth not tell you what this Thing was, and there- 
fore [ do not apprehend how this ſhould afte& me, as Evidence of my 
intending to Aſſaſſinate the King.

Lord Chief Juſtice Treby, I luppole, cannot but remember that he was in 
Priſon, and try'd before him, ®Pupon'' the Account. of Pyracy ; I muſt 
needs ſay, I thought him an honeſt Man, becauſe he had fervd with 
me in Jre/azd: 1 knew he was in great want, and therefore I gave 
him his Dier, and Lodging ; there is no Proof that 1 furniſh'd him 
with Money, but I acknowledge I did with Bread and Drink, to keep 
him from ſtarving ; that I think was an AQ of Charity, but it can- 
not be interpreted, nor is there any Proof to warrant it. that it was 
with any ill Deſign, or that I gave it him to hire him or engage 
him to any ſuch Purpoſe. My Lord, they would make it as if the 
Perſons that were intended to be imploy'd in this pretended Plor, were 
to be regular Troops, and to have Courts of Guard, and to be diſposd 
of into Quarters, and this was to be done by theſe orderly Men : 1

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profeſs I know not what to: make of it; it is fuch a Medley, a 
Fancy , and a Chimera, that it is perfealy Unintelligible, whether 
theſe were to be general Ofticers, or private Centinels, or what. Then 
M) Lord, he faith Craborme brought a Liſt from me to Captain Por, 
with R, C. at the Bottom : F:r/f, thar does nor prove that it was 
my Liſt, nor doth that R. C. being at the Bottom of the Liſt, make 
me a Partner in this Conſpiracy. Then he faith that Cramb5rzc came 
to the Blue Poſts, as from me, to acquaint them of the Difapoint- 
ment, becauſe the Kinz did nor go out that Day : Surely, my Lord, 
1 need not trouble you with ſaying any thing to this, for it" is all, as 
to me, but Hearſay ; and what am I concern'd in that which other 
People talk amongſt themſelves ? though they do uſe my Name, how 
can [ helpthat ? My Lord, he faith himſelf chat he intended to dil- 
cover this Conſpiracy a Year ago, but the thing failing then, which 
how ridiculous it was I obſerv'd before, he let it alone Dr that time ; 
but when I met him ar the Naz'# Head Door, and he was ſo angry 
for their not admitting him into their Company, which was Three 
Weeks before this Deſign they talk of was to be Executed, he had 
a Mind to go to the Secretaries, and get Warrants and Meſſengers to 
Apprehend us ; and he ſaith he hath often come ro me, to ask a- 
bont the Aﬀair, as he calls it, but I was till reſerv'd and ſhye, and 
told him nothing would come of it. From all this I would obſerve 
that I have very good Reaſon to look upon him to be no Evidence, 
not only for the ſame Reaſon that I objeQted againſt Mr. Porter, that 
by his own Aeknowledgement he is Particeps Criminis, but his com- 
ing to me after he reſolved to diſcover, plainly declares, that he 
ſer himſelf to be a Trapanner, and flo Trapanner, can in the Judg- 
ment of any honeſt or underſtanding Man, be a credible Perſon as 
an Evidence to take away any Man's Life: / am ſure what he 
faith of my ſhyeneſs to converſe with him, and his own frequent At- 
rempts to converſe with me, ſhews plainly, he was willing to Trapan 
me, for ſo he himſelf faith. He came to me ſeveral Times, and took 
me a fide, to ask how the Aﬀair went on, bur he did it only to 
enable himſelf, to make rhe better Diſcovery, which makes him Ten 
«Thouſand times worſe, than if he had only gone at Firſt and told 
what he pretends. he knew, and afterwards forbore the Company. 
| Beſides, 2y Lord, as to Trapanning, I have read in a Book of Sir Ro- 
bert Atkins, that to be Particeps Criminis, proves a Perſon to be a 
bad Man, and conſequently not ſo Credible, eſpecially if it can ap- 
pear the Witneſs has Trapand the Priſoner into the. committing 
the Crime ; then the Witneſs will appear to be guilty of a far 
higher Crime than the Priſoner, and therefore ought not to be be- 
liev'd as a Credible Witneſs againſt the Priſoner, for he is a Cre- 
dible Witneſs that has the Credit of being a good and honeſt 
Man, which a Trapanner cannot have ; and this Trapanning proves 
withal that the Trapanner did bear a Spight, and Malice againſt the 
Perſon Trepaned, and intended ro do him a Miſchief, and deſign'd 
to take away his Life : Shall ſach a one, /ays he, be a Credible Wit- 
nels, and be believ'd againſt him ? God forbid ! Fa 
My Lord, as to Mr. Pendergraſs, who is the next Witnels, «I do 
not take my felf co be much concerad in all that he faith, _ ; 
O | have 
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T have ſeen him but once of a great While, and that was on 
- the Wedneſday or Thurſday before I was taken up ; but, »»y Lord, [ 
have this to fay to his Evidence, 1 defire your Lordſhip to obſerve 
1 was not in the Proclamation, though he was ; they took Occaſion 
to have me ſecurd as a Colour, or ro fave Expences, 1 ſuppoſe, 
while they themſelves went out of the Way, to have their Names 
put into the Proclamation, that ſome Body might colourably rake 
them, and get the Kings Money. All that he faith of me, is, that 
Crayborne bronght Meſſages from me : One Time T1 writ a Note, 

Siyn'd R. Robinſon, another Time I ſent a Lift ſubſcribd R. C. and 
that Porter ſhew'd him them both, bur all cis is bur hearſay, ill 
out of the Mouth of Porter, and can be no Proof at all againſt me. 
He faith upon the Diſapointment , he and they went ro Epſom, 
which to me ' ſeems a very remarkable Thing; for if he ſay true, 
it is plain this was before by him diſcover'd at Court ; and to me ir 
ſhews that he had a ftirong Delign of getting Money, and taking 
' away Peoples Lives upon that;Account ; and that Captain Porter 
was in the ſame Delign : for de /a Rae, ſaith Captain Porter, ask'd 
him to go with then, as well as Pezdergraſs ; now, can it be ſup- 
pos'd that theſe Three ſhould agree to go together, unleſs they were 
in a Combination, as it - appears they now are: and 1 cannot bur 
think the Court and the Jury will think it reaſonable to believe ; 
for if { was in a Plot of fach a' Nature as this, 'and ſhould hurry 
out of Town after I had diſcover'd it, with Three or Four of rhe 
People that were concern'd in it, art ſome of them afterwards pre- 
tend to be Diſcoverers too, no body in the World can believe but 
they contriv'd the Thing amongſt themſelves, and went out of Town 
only for a Colour, rhart they might be put in the Proclamation, and 
pretend 'to be taken, to entitle themſelves to the Reward. 

LC. F. Heoltr. Really, Mr. Charnock, 1 am loath co interrupt you 
in any Part of your Defence, but 1 do not nnderftand what yon 
mean by this, and [ very willingly would underſtand you if I conld. 

Charnoch, My Lord, I fay, I look upon it, that they were all com- 
bin'd together in a Deſign to get the King's Money, and take away 
our Lives ; that Porter ſhould deſire them to go with him, into the 
Countrey, and particular Mr. Pexdergraſs, who diſcoverd this to the 
King ; andthen that he ſhould agree to go with him. 

FE. C. F. Holt. Truly I do not underſtand the Force of your Ar- 
gument ; that becauſe upon the 'ſuppoled Diſtovery Captain Porrey 
went to Ep/om, and Mr. Pendergraſs went with him, therefore this 
muſt be a Deſign between them to ger the Kings Money, I cannot 
any ways ſee how that muſt follow. eg 

Charnock. Pray my Lord, to what End ſhovld be run out of Town, 
upon the apprehenſion of the Diſcovery, and with Captain Porrey too, 


when he a&tually had got the King's Promiſe that he ſhould be 1afe, ' 


and'inot be a Witneſs, unleſs it were a Combination between them, in 
order to ſetup as Witneſſes againſt us, to get the King's Money ? 
LC. F. i tell 'you why he: was willing togo with Captain Por- 
rer, becauſe he had not a mind that the Diſcovers he had made, ſhould 
ny way known to have come from him ; for you ſee how unwil- 
ing he was toname Names, and fo kept Captain Porrer Company (till, 
a hisFriend, reſolving not to be an Evidence againſt him. Fi 
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Char arts. Well, my Lord, after all, I hope, what he fauh cennot 
be lookt upon as any Evidence againlt me, becauſe whatſoever he 
fairh relating ro me is about the Notes and Meſſages that he faith 
were - brought to Captain Porzer , and all of ir can amount at the 
utinoſt ro Hearſay from other Peoples Mouths. My Lord, the latit 
Evidence that I apprehend relates any way to me 1s that of Mr. Be;- 
tram, and he ralks of what I ſhould fay to him upon the 22th of 
Febrnary, that I ſhould rake him into a back Room into my Lodg- 
ings, and there tell him, that there was ſomething in haad for the 
reſtoring King James, but there was ſomewhat to be done firſt to 
rake off the Spark, or I do not know what, nor do I believe any 
body elſe doth know how to make any thing of it. Ir is a very impro- 
bable thing, that this Matter which was to be ſo great a Secret, 
and which I ſhould ſay was not fit to be- communicated to above 
Three People at once, I ſhould ſend for a private Trooper, for he 
was no otherwiſe, to communicate ſo great a Matter ro him ; be- 
fides that, I cannot, nor, I believe, can any body elte tell what to 
make of the Words, Taking off the Spark , how to conſtrue that to 
make it. an Evidence of an intention to kill the King ; it might be 
probable I might ſay there was a Noiſe that King James would 
come, for it hath been in the Gazeztes and the publick Prints, that 
there was ſuch an ExpeQaation, and Preparation. for ir on the Coaft 
of France; but it is not probable, I am ſure it is not crue, that F 
ſhould fay there was ſomething to be done firit, for the zating off 
the Spark, Evidence of a thing of this Nature ought to be plain 
and clear, and diſtint : He doth. ſay nothing that I talkd to him 
of Killing the King, or of Aſſaſfinating him, or of my asking him 
to be one in any fuch thing, and that I furniſhed him with _ Arms, 
and an Horſe on any ſuch Deſign, but only that he might ride 
out, and take the Air, and there he ({hould meet with ſome of 
his Acquaintance : What unaccountably looſe ſtu? is all this ? Ir is 
very ſtrange, »y Lord, that if I liked the Man ſo wel}, as I muſt 
do if I would ſend for him to communicate a thing of this Na- 
rure to him, that 7 ſhould not pur it into a Method , rhat he' might 


; be one with us in the Execution of it : But there cannot be any thing 


inferred of that Nature, for which we ſtand accuſed, from any Words 


| thar he faich were ſpoken. My Lord, he, doth ſay indeed that he 


rold me, that he had diſpoſed of bimſelf otherwiſe ; but that is® 
no more certain, nor can be referred to any particular thing than 
the reſt. He might difpolſe of himfelt to a Friend , he might di- 
ſpoſe of himſelf to his Wife ; but what is all that to this Purpoſe ? 
And he might indeed if King James came, diſpoſe of himiclf to 
afliſt him, or to oppoſe him, or to let it alone ; bur all this is 
nothing to the Buſineſs for which we are here to be tryed, ut's 
all-looſe , idle, impertinent Talk, and not at all to the Purpoſe : 
And then he faith that afterwards I met him at Lincolz*s-1an back Gare, 
and took him into Lizcoly's-lna.,, and told him, there were War- 
rants out, and we had as good do the Bulineſs preſently, My Lord, 
1 do remember 1 met him at Linco/zs-1az Gate, and it was upon 
Saturday the day before I was taken up, and it was about Twelve 
a Clock at Noon, and I did hear there were Warrants out, but there 


never was that Intimacy between him and me, that 1 ſhould defire

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him to come to my Lodging, or that { ſhould ſupport him in-any 
fort, My Lord, I have made a few Remarks to your Lordihip 
and the Jury, upon the Evidence ; / am fſenlible 1 have given che 
Court a great deal of Trouble, but 1 hope you will conlider it is 
for my Life, and my All, and 1 hope you will be. of Opinion, that 
the Evidence ' produced againſt me is frivolous 2nd weak, and thar 
the Witneſſes have a very bad Caule of it, ſince all that they talk of,

L.C. F:ſtice. Have you any more to ſay, Sir ? 

Charn. Yes, my Lord, I delire to take Notice to the Court and 
the Jury, that the Buſineſs of bare Words was never look:t. upon. in 
Law as an Overt ACt to prove a Man guilty of: High Treaſon, nor 
that ſeveral Perſons met together doth prove a Conſpiracy. Theſe 
Perſons proving that 1 met with them doth not prove that 1 was con- 
cerned 1n the Aſſaſſination, nor that [ conſented ro any ſuch ching ; 
belides, -y Lord, 1 am taxed in the Indictment with biying Arms 
and Horſes for this Buſineſs, but there is not one Word of ir 
proved, or of my riding out to go and view the Ground, nor any 
thing that [ was to be concern'd about this villanous Act. My Lora, 
if I had bought any Arms, that had not been an Overt ACt of it feif ; 
it muſt be proved firſt that. I bought them with ſuch an intent ro em- 
ploy them about ſfach a Buſineſs, and it neither is nor can be proved 
that T furnithed any body with Horſes or Arms, and theretore the bare 
' buying of Arms of it ſelf, as far as 1 am inform'd of the Law, would 
be no Proof of an Overt AQ. To prove an Overt A& of Treaſon by 
the buying of Arms, it muſt be proved that I declared ſome way that 
1 bought them with ſuch an intent, or elſe ic is no Proof at all ; 
but now if you have no Evidence that '1 bought any Arms at all,

Now, Gentlemen, I mult te}l you, That for the two firſt parts of 
this Deſign, the Invaſion and the InſurreQion, we have given you no 
other Evidence now, but ſome ſhort Hints, that ſucha thing was intend- 
ed; and we did it purpoſely for this reaſon, becauſe the Priſoners, tho 
they were concerned roo in thoſe other parts of this Plot, yet they are 
cot now indicted for that matter , but only for a direct Conſpiracy to 
Murther and Affaſſinate the King ; we have abundance of Witneſles to 
prove the other parts at ſeveral times againſt a great many as well as 
them; but we confine our ſelves now to this Particular, as it ſtands 
charged againſt theſe Perſons in the Indidtment. 

Gentlemen, There is 4n Overt Act alledged in the Indi&ment, as it 
by Law is neceſſary to do, to prove the Treaſon, which is Compaſſing 
the Death of the King; and it is by Law a good Overt AQ, That they 
did at ſuch a Place, that is to ſay, the Pariſh of St. Clements in the 
County of Middleſex, on the roth of February laſt, Conſult, and Agree, 
to carry on ſuch a Deſign ; now it is not material, as my Lords the 
Judges will tell you, in point of Law, to prove all the ſeveral Conſul- 
tations to be in that Pariſh, nor to have been upon the day alledged in 
the IndiAment ; for if it be any day before or after the times ſpecified in 
the Taditment, ſo it be before the Inditment preferred, and if it be at 
any Place within the County wherein the IndiAment is laid, it is ſuf- 
ficient ; the thing that is material to be proved, is, Whether they did 
meet upon ſuch a Deſign before the Inditment, within this County. 

This Deſign, Gentlemen, we in Law call High-Treaſon ; the higheſt 
Crime that our Law, or the Law of any other Government, takes notice 
.of, and it very vell deſerves to go under that name,for it tendsto ſubvert 
the very foundations of the Government, without which no Subjett is 
ſafe; and to bring all into confuſion and deſolation, by taking away 
the Life of the King, who is the Head of this Government ; which Life 
the Law makes ſacred above all others, becauſe without that be ſafe, 
there can be no ſafety to any particular perſon. | 

Gentlemen, We have proved this Bloody Conſpiracy moſt fully 
againſt all the Priſoners at the Bar : I will not take up ſo much of 
your time, as to repeat every particular of the Evidence that hath 
been givea, but only ſhortly remind you of what hath been mate- 
_— ſaid againſt each of them by .the Witneſſes that have been pro- 
duced. | . 


Againſt Mr. Cherzocke there is firſt Mr, Porter, who hath ſworn, Thar 
the and others met and conſulted about this Deſign, agreed upon it, and

This Charge we have fully proved againſt the ſeveral Priſoners at 
the Bar by two Witneſſes at the leaſt, and it is manifeſt that they were 
all concerned in the ſeveral Meetings and Conſultations for the carrying 
on this Deſign. l 

As for Mr. Chernocke, Mr. Porter's Evidence is very full as to his 
providing Arms and Horſes; and there is beſides, Mr. De /a Rue, who 
tho' he met him at the Tavern, and not being admitted at firſt, took 
it ill, yet afterwards at two Meetings he did diſcourſe with him about 
it ; and Bertram gives an account how he would have engaged him 
nit. As to Mr, Xzz2, there is not only Captain Porter, who teſtifies 
that he dined with him the fourteenth of February, where they did 
diſcourſe of this intended Afaffination, but De /a Rue likewiſe, that 
ſaid there was a Meeting appointed for Porter and Kzzp, and another, 
to go and take a view of the Ground, and the Priſoner himſelf owns 
he did ride out with them, but he would have it only to take che 
Air ; Capt. Porter tells you it was to fee which was the-moſt conve- 
nient place, and that the place pitched upon was the Lane- between 
Branford and Turnham-Green.

ſent, and a main Promoter of the Deſign; that he agreed to 
find a principal Quota of the Perſons that were to be concerned ; 
particularly, that he was to find Eight Men, and ſeem'd always moſt 
zealous for the execution of it. | 


Then as to Mr. Kzzg, it is plain «that Xzzzhily, and Captain 
Porter, and he, went .to view-the Grouud; and Mr. De /a Rze tells 
you what report :Kzmg made of that View.; that with great joy 
Kzng acquainted :him they had found the rareſt Place in the world

that a thing of ſuch a nature was not to be truſted,but with a few which 
could not refer to the intended Invaſton,and the Inſurre&ion 3; for as to 
that it is plain from the nature of the thing it ſelf, thar it muſt be 
communicated to a great many, or elſe they could not be ready 
to aſſiſt in it: and withal it is evident he meant the aſſaflination 
which he was in haſte to have executed, becauſe ;he faid it had 
been delayed too long, and that was as dangerous as communica- 
ting it to too many. | 

My Lord, I ſhall make my words good rather then take up 
your time in making repetition of what has been ſaid, I will 
chooſe. to break method, and omit what might be turther obſerved: 
It is true, it was a miſtake of the day as to Bertram's Evidence 
of his going to Charxoct's Lodging, but that is not material, for 
it. is in Proof he did go to his Lodgings the 82h. or gth. of February, 
and there he told him that K'ng James was a coming 3 bur there 
was a Service to be done, firit ro take oft the Sparke, and then 
he would come quietly, if that Deſign took effe&t, it would an- 
ſwer his expeQation 5 he was ridd out. and take the Air, and meet 
ſome of his Acquaintance, arid after all was over, we ſhould be 
very happy. The words indeed were ſomething dark, but yet 
the Intent and Meaning of them are pretty manifeſt, becauſe 
this action, whatever it was, Was to precede the Invaſion of King 
James with the French Forces, and was to be ,done in order to it, 
and therefore could not be meant of it. | 

My Lord, I ſhall trouble you no further, but ſubmit it entirely

. The Queſtion, Gentlemen, that you are to try is, whether 
theſe Perſons who ftand now thus accuſed are guilty of this 
Crime or rot? And you have heard a very long Evidence, five 
Witneſſes have been produced, . and they have given upon this 
occaſion a very large Account of the whole Tranſaction, which 
I will obſerveto you as briefly as I can. | 

In the firſt place Gentlemen ,you are told how there had been 
a Deſign forming even, for ſome years . for. the reſtoring of the 
late King James, and the depriving and depoſing of- this King. 
It ſeems uw was a deſign before the buſineſs of Cape la Hogae, 
which you remember very well was in the year 1692. about the 
time of the burning a great part, of the French Fleet by Admi- 


ral R-fſell, but this deſign, tho" it met with ſeveral diſappoint- 
ments 
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ments, yet dig not die, it had its ebbings and its flowings, ſome= 
times it was higher , and at other tunes it was lower, and 
in V7yter was twelve months it began to be more vigorout]y 
proſecuted then ar any time before, fince the Lz Hogue buſineſs; 
and then there was a Reſolution framed of attempting the Per- 
ſon and Lite of the King, which appears by Captain Porter's and 
Mr. De la Rae's teſtimony and great hopes were conceived among(t 
them, that ir might be eficcted before the King went over into 
Flanders ;- but.it ſeems they wanted a Commiſſion from Abroad 
(which they thought caicy as an Authority for them to act 
under) which not coming in time, the King went over to Flau- 
ders, and ſo for that time the execution of ir was deferred. 
Gentlemen, after the King's return from Flanders, the profſecu- 
tion of this Deſign was refumed, and intimartion was given that 
a Commilſion was brought over by Sir George Barcklay from 


King James, which was to make War upon the Perſon 


of King Wiliam, who was called therein, as you may ſuppole, 
the Prince of Oraxge : And you are told by Captain Porter, thar 
at that rime he and Mr. Charneck lodged together in one Houſe 
in Norfoik-/treet, and that Mr, Charnock told him Sir George Barcklay 
was come with ſuch a Commiſſion from King Fames, and imparted 
to him the deſign of aſlaſſinating and murthering the Kivg, and 
that would be the readieſt way to bring home King James: he 
asked Captain Porter whether he would engage himſelf in the 
Matter, {t ſeems Mr. Porter did freely and readily engage in it, 
and was in good earneſt 3 and therefore there were ſeveral Meet- 
ings at ſeveral places, in order to conſult and contrive how they 
might. bring it to pals. | EEE 
Gentlemen, you are further informed, that there” were ſeveral 
Meetings at the Globe-Tavern in Hatten Garden, another at the Nag gs- 
Head in St. Fames-ſlreet in Covent-Garden , and at the 'Sur- 


Tatern in the Strand, and that two of the Priſoners at the 


Bar, Mr.Charsctk and Mr. Xing with divers others, were at thoſe Meet- 
ings, and Xeys was at ſeveral of them, and there it was agreed 
and reſolved, that the King ſhould -be murthered as the beſt way 
£o bring in the late King. 

This being ſettled and reſolved upon as fit tobe done, the next 
c nſideration was in what manner it might be effected, and two 
ways Were propoſed, one by way of Ambulcade on the other fide 
of the Water near the King's Houſe at Richmond, the other in the 
Lane that leads from Brentford to Turnham Gretn, upon the King's 


return. from. Richmond, ſome Evening; for ir feems ir is uſual for. 


theKing togoroa Houſe he has on the other ſide of the Water,to divert 
himſelt once a Week upon the Saturday, and to return in the Evening. 

Theſe two places being propoſed, the one on this, the other on 
the other: ſide of the Water, there was a difference in opinion 
among.the Conlpirators, which of the places would be the beſt and 
moſt proper : And in order to ſettle that Marter, it 'was reſolved 


upon, that ſome Perſons ſhould be ſent to view the OE =

L. C. F. Holt, Gentlemen, | was ſaying that this View was taken 
by thote Perſons that uridertook it 3 and the Night of that Day they 
had viewed the plates, upon their return, they made a Report to 
their Accomplyces, and thereupon it was reſolved to relinquiſh the 
Ambuſcade, and that the attack ſhould be made in the Lane thar 
leads from Brentford to Turnham Green. * on 

The time that was fixt upon tor this Execution was Saturday 
the 15h, of February: there were two Men that were appointed 
to lodge at Kenſingron , whom they called Orderly Men, a nige 
that they gave hem : theſe were to give notice at what rime the 
King and the Guards went out, the one was to give notice firſt 
of the Guards going, the other was to give notice when the 
King weut : when notice was brought them that the King was 
gone abroad, the Conſpirators were to te ready to go after in ſmall 
numbers, and were to be quartered and diſperied in the ſeyeral ms 
about Brentford and Turnham Green, to be gathered into the ſeveral 
Bodys, upon notice of the Kings return; when the King came over, 
then they were to make the Attack in this manner. Cap. Porter 
and Mr. Charnock, with one Rockwood were to attack the Guards, 
and Sir George Barckley, *and bis Parry , were to come up to the 
Kings Coach, and fire into it, and kill the King , and every one 
that was in it; and of that Party Mr. Pendergras was deſigned to be 
one, and he was to have had a Mysketoon trom Cap. Porzer , that 
would carry ſeven or eight Bullets : Theſe Conſpirators, and the 
Perſons that were to be concerned, were in all forty, or ſome few 
more' in number. 

But , by great Providence, this bloody Deſign was difcovered, 
as was told you , by one of the Witneſſes Mr. Pexdergras, a day 
or two before it ſhould haze been put in execution ; and ſo His 
Majeſty did ' forbear going out that Saturday the 15th, Bt they 
having. notice that the Guards were gone, and after that receiving 
an account that the King did not go, it very much alarm'd 
theſe Confpirators, but notwithſtanding this, as you have been 


told, they were reſolved not to lay atide the profecution of this 


deſign, but were rather bent upon executing it tho next oppor- 
cunity that {ſhould offer it ſelf, for which purpoſe divers of the 
Conſpirators did meet together, and did confult whe- 
ther it was fit further to proceed , particularly upon the Friday 
the 24/4, day of February at the Swn-Tavern in the Strand, m—_ 
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of them met, and there they had diſcourſt: of the matter , and 
were trouble at the diſappointment , and were reſolved to purſue ir, 
and for that purpoſe , agreed to be in a readineſs upon the nexr 
Day , and as ſoon as they ſhould have notice , that the King 
was gone fron Xen/ington, they would proſecute it in the fame manner, 
in which they had tormerly, agreed. x 
* Ter ſhould ſeem, ſome of the men that they had engaged \were 
gone Off , .and. other were were provided in their ſtead, but there

by which their wicked purpoſe was a ſecond time diſappointed.

that abſconded, which had a very good effect, by the taking of 
ſeveral of them, beſides thoſe that -were taken up by Warrants 
before, and theſe three Prifoners now at the Bar, areIndifed for 
this horrid and traitcrous, Conſpiracy, and for purſuing this wicked 
Deſign, and are now upon their Tryal tor it,

And 
Mr. Pendegras had not any -deſign tobe an Evidence, who, though 
he diſcover'd it:almeſt as carly-as.he.knew it, yet refuſed to tell the 
Names, upon a Principle of Honour, till he had the King's Word that 
he ſhould not be: preſt to come in as a Witneſs ; and he tells you 
himſelf the Reaſon why he refuſed then, and why he comes in now,
